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FOREWORD 

Although this bibliography includes almost 150 titles, a 
figure that will surprise most, it is in no way comprehensive. 

The titles included herein were selected from the many more than 
150 works in which women and intelligence are mentioned in the 
same breath. The criteria for selection are entirely personal 
and highly arbitrary. So, like Mark Twain’s history, the very 
ink with which this bibliography is written is merely fluid 
prejudice. 

For example, most books appear in multiple .editions - first, 
second, hardback, paperback - and in various languages, but 
this bibliography cites only the most accessible of these editions 
This, in most cases, is the U.S. hardback in English. If no 
English edition is available, the original language edition has 
been cited. Thus only one version of each book has been included 

in this bibliography. 

Further, there are a great number of books detailing the 
exploits of espionage networks in which women were involved. 

These works have not been included unless .the women were of 
primary importance to the success or failure of the net. For 
this reason, books on the Sorge net, in which the women were 
either wives or lovers along for the ride, have been excluded. 

But material on the Rosenberg case, in which the women were 
central to the plot and often tougher and more enterprising 
than the men, has been included. 
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Similarly, there are a number of general works on the . 
subject of intelligence and espionage which devote a chapter 
or two to the "powder puff brigade." As women do not play a 
major role in these works, they also have been excluded. Thus, 
good general books such as R.W. Rowan’s Secret Service :.,_33 
P.pnt nries of Espionage , often with excellent chapters on women 
in intelligence, are missing from the following pages. 

It will be obvious to even the meanest intelligence that 
the few subject categories that this bibliography uses reflects 
not the ethnocentric bias of the compiler but the role of women 
in intelligence throughout history. Works describing the 
espionage activity of women before the American Revolution are 
almost non-existent because intelligence was long the preserve 
of gentlemen. It was our. aristocratic betters who fulfilled 
the role of spymaster and our masculine betters who fulfilled 
the role of spy. Women were neither seen nor heard. 

When finally women began to emerge as players in the espionage 
game, it was usually as a member of a single profession. In a 
culture in which a woman's place was in the kitchen or the bed- 
room, there was never a great deal of intelligence to be gained 
in the kitchen; . Thus,.. the high percentage of prostitutes, 
girlfriends, and "socialites". 

These facts are clearly demonstrated in the literature of 
women in espionage prior to the Second World and the Cold Wars. 

As there is not’ a particularly important or exciting story to 
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be told, the literature is often t :.ird-r ate- . For example, the 
literature of the First World War, which is centered on two cases, 
is typical of the of the poorly written efforts detailing the 
two roles of women in espionage at that time. The first case 
is that of Edith Cavell, dogfaced nurse, whose death was used by 
the Allies as a propaganda springboard - "Heroic Nurse Dies 
At Hands Of Hun." The second case is the commonplace story of 
the "exotic dancer" and naive informer, Mata Hari, who was executed 
in a rather overzealous prosecution of the rules of war. 

It is not until our own century that women began to appear 
as other than purveyors of pillowtalk. It is the Soviets, bless 
their little red hearts, who were the first to recognize the 
potential of women as couriers, support agents and recruiters. 
After 1917 women no longer operate only on the fringes but are 
major components of Soviet espionage nets and will remain so 
during and after World War II. 

To the compiler of this bibliography , the Cold War between 
East and West began with the emergence of the Soviet state and, 
except for purely tactical intelligence activities during the 
World War, continues to the present day. Thus in this subject 
category, one will find the exciting yet disparate stories of 
the Soviet agents Hede Massing, Ethel Rosenberg and "Bunty" Gee. 
And as the people, the operations and their importance increase, 
so the literature that descibes them increases in quantity and 

quality. 
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So, too, the literature on the Second World War reflects 
the new, broader scope of women's contribution to the intelligence 
effort. Here, in addition to participating in the front lines 
of espionage and partisan warfare, we see, for the first time, 
women as intelligence analysts. Not to be outdone, the Soviets 
have churned out any number of books reporting the adventures 
of Vera Ivanovna, happy partisan and later Gold Star Mother. 

This bibliography includes only one or two samples of this genre 
as one would be hard pressed to distinguish one Vera from another. 
It is always the same vaguely simian portrait peering out from 
between the same poorly printed pages filled with the same 
courageous exploits of this killer of fascists and pillar of 
"the workers 1 andpeasants 1 state* 

Although these books have some value as unintentional humor, 
they are perhaps all-too-representative of intelligence literature 
in general and those works dealing with women in particular. Of 
the almost 150 titles cited herein, only a handful are of any 
quality. -For this reason, this is not an annotated bibliography. 
Even this compiler could not come up with a sufficiently large 
number of insults to cover such a multitude of less than , 
mediocre material. However, those titles that are worth the 
price of admission have been so identified by means of an asterisk 
As for the rest, the reader is invited to pick her own poison.
